SEVENTY.TWO LEGACIES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

n a case in which Maurice Wall and 
Patrick Condon were plaintiffs, and the Most 
Rev. David Keane, D.D., Bishop of Lime- 
rick, and the Attorney-General, defendants, 
an originating summons was brought for the 
purpose of construing the will of Thomas 
Hayes, of Callow, Askeaton, Co Limerick. 

The plaintiffs were executors of the will, 
which contained seventy-two pecuniary 
legacies, and to which there were three 
codicils. 

Most of the legacies were smal] amounts 
to various religious charitable orders in 
different parts of Ireland. The whole pro- 
perty amounted to about £6,000, and the 
residue, after the payment of the pecuniary 
legacies, was bequeathed to the Most Rev, 
Dr. Keane, Bishop of Limerick, 

The questions for the Court arose out of 
uncertainty in regard to bequests to the Good 
Shepherd Convent, Galway (£200) ; the Good 
Shepherd Convent, . Dublin (£200); the 
Superior of the Passionate Order, Inchicore 
(£100), and to the Rev. Mother oí the Mercy 
Convent, Kilfinane (£100). 

Mr. Corbett, who appeared on behalf of 
the Community of the Good Shepherd Order 
in Ireland, claimed all the legacies that were 
bequeathed to that Order. 

Mr. Justice Meredith allocated the first- 
named legacy to the Superioress of the 
Magdalen Asylum, Galway; the second-named 
legacy to the Superioress of the Order of 
Our Lady of Charity and Refuge, Drumcondra 
(for whom Mr. Cherry appeared); and the 
third-named legacy to the Superior of the 
Oblate Fathers, Inchicore, ublin. He 
further allocated the fourth-named legacy to 
the Sisters of Charity of St. Paul, Kilfinane. 

His lordship stated that, in his opinion, the 
predominant idea in the testator’s mind was 
that of locality where the various good works 
which he wished to benefit were being 
carried .on, . 

All the other legacies in the will were 
upheld without dispute, All parties appear- 
ing were allowed their costs out of a fund 
composed of all the legacies, and the execu- 
tors were directed to pay the costs, and to 
let all the legacies abate accordingly.

Mr. Hungerford o_o by Mr. J. J. 
O’Dongell) appeared for the appellant and 

laintiff, and Mr. McGuckin (instructed by 
Messrs. F. and C. Downing) for the respondent 
and defendant. 

The Court, by a majority, varied Mr. 
Justice Wylie’s order by allowing the ap- 
pellant £10 compensation in respect of the 
mistake in the figures which had been made, 
and for which the authorities had not been 
responsible. 

he Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that he was of opinion on the evidence that 
the appellant, O'Connor, had bought the Jand 
at the auction with full knowledge that there 
was an outstanding claim against it; that he 
was not entitled to any compensation under 
the circumstances, and that the appeal should 
be dismissed both as to compensation and 
rectification.

DUNDALK WATERWORKS 
EXTENSION. 


CONTRACTOR’S CLAIM FAILS. 

At) Dundalk Circuit Court yesterday, 
Anthony Gaskin, plumbing contractor, sued 
the Dundalk Urban Council for £94, due 
ou foot of a waterworks extension contract, 
and Mr. Patrick Deeny, Chairman of the 
Council, for a like amount on foot of an 
agreement made on behalf’ of the Urban 
Council, or purporting to have been so made. 

The plaintiff's case was that he had taken 
a contract for the extension of the Dundalk 
waterworks e. £3,067 The contract was 
made possible by a Government grant, under 
which the rate of wages to be paid for un- 
Skilled labour should not exceed 28s. per 
week. Shortly after the work had been 
commenced the men engaged went on strike 
for increased wages, and for a considerable 
time work was stopped. <A conference was 
held, at which the contractor, the workers, 
the Urban Council, and Mr. P. Hughes, then 
Free State Minister for Defence, attended. 
Plaintiff alleged that when he was asked to 
increase the wages being paid to the workers 
he refused, stating that he had made his 
tender on the assumption that the rate of 
wages was to be 28s. per week. The Chair. 
man of the Urban Council then suggested 
that an increase of 2s. per week should be 
paid, and that this should be paid out of 
the contingency funds provided in the con- 
tract. Until the work was finished no denial 
had been made of his right to charge the 
extra wages to the Urban Council; but he 
admitted having cashed a paying order upon 
which it was stated that the amount was 
the final payment on the waterworks exten- 
sion contract. 

Mr. T. A: Finlay, who represented the 
Council and Mr. Deeny, asked for a direction 
on the grounds that there had been no 
contract. made even on the plaintiff's case. 
He pointed out that the contingencies fund 
was merely for the payment of moneys for 
works which might. be done outside the 
contract, 

Judge Doyle held with the contention, and 
dismissed the claims. 
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MISSION TO CHOTA 
NAGPUR. 
. + 

ITS PROGRESS AND ITS NEEDS. 

I do not know what we should do with- 
out our missions,” the Dean of Cork said 
yesterday when presiding at the annual meet- 
ing of the Dublin University Mission to Chota 
Nagpur, Women’s Auxiliary, held in the 
Graduates’ Building, Trinity College, Dublin. 
“They prevent us at home from going 
to seed, which is a danger, and they 
prevent us from allowing the Church to be- 
come a debating society or a museum, which, 
I think, is another danger. The Church is 
an army on active service, and its work is 
to convert the world for God. In reading 
the report of the year’s work of the Mission 
it has struck me, over and over again, how 
splendid is the work these people are doing 
abroad, and how little we at home are doing 
to help them. The Church of Iveland, as a 
Whole, does not help the Dublin University 
Mission as it ought. 

Miss Jellett read the report for the year 
1926, which stated that the total contributions 
to the general fund amounted to £1,933 
10s. 7d. The children’s fund received £512 
lós. ld. Special funds received the sum of 
£117. 10s. 9d. During the vear a hospital héd 
was endowed hy Miss 8. M. Haire Forster, 
in memory of her mother. 

No offer has yet been received to fill the 
place soon to be vacated by Dr. Jessie Gray. 
Miss Isabel Ruby, B.A. T.C.D., is taking 
the place on the educational staff feft vacant 
by Miss Elsie Hardy, who has done such 
valuable work in the Hindi Girls’ School. 

Miss Jellett drew special attention to the 
need for greater educational advantages for 
the girls. In 1926 it was hoped that it might 
be possible to raise the standard in at least 
one of the schools. Unless, however, more 
money is sent out for existing -institutions, 
there is no prospect of any such step being 
taken. The demand for higher education for 
women io India has increased enormously ; 
but after thirty-eight years’ work the Dublin 
University Mission can only claim that one 
girls’ school is a degree above primary 
edueation. Before the Mission can apply for 
a Government grant in aid of a higher-gtade 
hetter accommodation has to be pro- 
vided, and the school has to be in working 
order for a year. Between £100 and £200 is 
needed to fulfil the conditions under which 
the grant can be received. 

Miss Findiater proposed the adoption of the 
report and balance sheet and the re-election 
of the committee as at present constituted, 
and gave a brief account of a visit which she 
paid to the Mission during her trip to India. 
Trinity, she said, ought to be proud of its 
Mission in Chota Nagpur as a little bit of 
itself, Christian to the core, securing a sne- 
cession of men and women who, vear after 
vear, give their youth, their strength, their 
cleverness, and their charm to the work of 
spreading the knowledge of Jesus Christ. 

The Rev. J. A. Marray, B.D., Head of the 
Mission in Chota Nagpur, who is’ home on 
furlough, seconded the adoption of the report. 
The work of the Women’s Auxiliary of the 
Mission, he said, was divided into several! 
branches—the hospital, the orphanage, the 
girls’ schools, industrial classes for girls and 
women and the work of the Bible women. 
The Mission had been asking for doctors for 
a long time, and not a single recruit had 
been found in Ireland. 

Speaking of the outlook of the Mission for 
the future, he said that the chief things neces- 
sary to make the work of value were, first. 
devoted workers in the field, and, secondly. 
devoted workers at home. The next thing 
necessary was recruits, and then fivancial 
support. The financial need was certainly 
great, but support in that way was increasing 
considerably.

CASE IN BELFAST, 


There was another surprise in the 
“- threatening letter ’’ case at Belfast yester- 
day, when counsel for the defendants, John 
and Agnes Walker and their niece, Evelyn 
McGowan, objected to the presence on the 
bench of Mr. Hugh Hobson, one of the 
Justices sitting with Mr. P. J. Donoghue, 


Mr. and Mrs. Walker and their niece are 
alleged to have plotted to injare Mrs. Ellen 
Whan by “ faking’ threatening letters pur- 
porting to have been written by Mrs. Whan 
and others, and by complaining of them to 
the police. At the previous hearing evidence 
was given regarding an alleged “ faked ’ 
assault, in which Mrs. Walker was said to 
have been willingly dragged through a horse- 

nd by her niece. 

In 1922 Mrs. Whan was twice sentenced to 
imprisonment for alleged assaults on Mrs. 
Walker. 

Mr. James Williamson, K.C., who is defend- 
ing the accused, raised his objection to Mr. 
Hobson at the sitting of the Court. He said 
that hé was informed, and believed, that 
Mr. Hobson was seen conferring with two 
men called Campbell, and a man called 
M‘Cormick. One of the Campbells was sen- 
tenced to six months, with hard labour, for 
defrauding Mrs. Walker, a defendant in the 
case. That was a very sérious—he did not 
like to say suspicious—circumstance. Besides 
that, there was a conference with a man 
called M‘Cormick, who had been getting up 
evidence in the case. He would appeal to 
“fr. Hobson, if necessary, as a gentleman, as 
a man of honour, and if he wanted to be a 
credit to the magistracy of the city, that 
these suspicions having been aroused, that 
justice, the fount of justice should not only 
be pure, but should appear to every man to 
be pure. He had made his objection and 
left the result to the Court. 

Mr. Hobson said that he had been merely 
talking in a friendly manner to the two men, 
and it had nothing to do with the case. With 
regard to his action as a Justice, since he 
had the honour of being appointed a Justice 
he had tried to carry out to the best of his 
ability all the duties connected therewith. 
He had never been influenced one iota by 
anvone. He was entirely unbiassed in that 
case. He felt it his duty to make his pro- 
test against the reflections cast on him. 
“THE VERY CASE ! CAME DOWN FOR." 

Mr. O'Donoghue said that he always looked 
on Mr. Hobson as a high-minded man, and 
never suspected that he would be guilty of 
anything that could be objected to. A justice 
should not only be unbiassed, but there 
should be no suspicion in any man’s mind 
that he was biassed when acting in any case 
of importance. All he had to say was this, 
that when he arranged to take the present 
case he spoke to the Bench and mentioned 
it to Mr. Hobson, who said, ' That is the 
very case I came down Íor.” He asked Mr. 
Hobson since. in that room, whether he was 
there mere!y because he was interested in the 
case a member of the general public, and Mt 
Hobson told him “ yes,’’ that he was merely 
there to hear the case. That, morning he put 
the same question to Mr. Hobson and asked 
was he adjudicating, and he said he was, 
which he (Mr. O'Donoghue) thought a very 
remarkable circumstance. This was entirely 
a matter for Mr. Hobson, and when the 
proper time came he would give a proper 
decision, and if Mr. Hobson chose he migiit 


give his own decision in the matter and leave | 


the public to judge. 

Mr. Williamson—The opinion you have 
quite candidly given from the Bench makes 
me now do ag a might what J] asked as a 
favour and ask-Mr. Hobson to take no part 
in this case, and I warn him that if he ad 
judicates in this case and if he interferes with 
the liberty of Mrs. Walker he will de so at 
his peril.

EVIDENCE OF MRS. WHAN’'S SON. 

Evidence was given by James A. Whan, 46 
Chatsworth street, Belfast. He said that he 
was living with his mother in August, 1922, 
and, on the might of the 13th, when his 
mother was accused of having assaulted and 
robbed Mrs. Walker at the Braniel, witness 
was in the house up to seven o'clock, Hs 
mother, his brother Norman, his sister Nellie, 
and Jim Courtney, were also there. Witness 
went out and returned about a quarter to 
eleven. His motner was still there, and 
his sister and Courtney. Next morning 
John Anderson, the postman, came and gave 
small parcel addressed to his 
mother. The postmark was Belfast, 12th 
August, 1922. His mother opened the 
arcel and found it contained. a bangle. 
Nitness was present at his mother’s trial 
when she was accused of stealing the bangle. 
The trial took place in Cregagh Barracks, 
and Mrs. Walker made the charge. A bangle 
was produced on that occasion by witness, 
and Mrs. Walker identified it as being hers 

Witness’s mother was returned for trial, 
and went to jail to await her trial. While 
his mother was in jail, William Thompson 
came to see him, and handed him two letters 
(produced) and a diamond ring. One of the 
letters purported to come trom J. A. Whan, 
asking Thompson to keep the ring for him. 
Witness did not write that letter. The other 
letter was also supposed to come from wit- 
ness, and threatened to get Thompson arrested 
if he did not give up the ring. They took the 
letters and ring to the police office. 

Replying to Mr. Wilhamson, witness said 
that his mother was found guilty of the 
theft. Witness was sent to jail himself for 
six months for stealing from Harland and 
Wolff's shipyard. 

LETTERS IN PLENTY. 

James F. Courtney, Whitewell Crescent, 
Greencastle, son-in-law of Mrs. Whan, denied 
writing threatening letters to Mrs. Walker, 
demanding money. The letter-wallet found 
in @ field at Walker's house was never his 
property, and the letters it contained were 
not written by him. 

William Campbell, Castlereagh Cottages, 
said he was a shipwright, and swore that he 
received a btndle of letters (produced). 

Mr. Dougherty—These are the letters pur- 
porting to come from J. A. Whan, calling 
on this man to kidnap or shoot Mrs. Walker? 
That was in November, 1926. 

W itness—Yes. i 

They ask you to attack and shoot Mrs. 
Walker ?— Yes. 

Mr. Dougherty read one of the letters, dated 
November 28. 1926, asking the witness to go 
to Braniel with whatever firearms he eould 
et, with others if necessary, and shoot Mrs. 
Walker, and he would give him £5 of the 
£10 he was getting for the job. The letter 
further asked witness to search the house for 
all the ammunition he could get, and ended, 
** God bless you.” 

Witness said that he did not know who 
“J. W.’'—the signature of the letter—was. 
Witness did not know James Whan until last 
Friday. He had heard of the Whan case. 

Mr. Dougherty said that there was reference 
to & secret society in the letter, and asked 
witness did he delong to one. 

Witness—None, except the Orange Institu- 
tion,

WORK AT HOUSING SITE. 

There were further’ references to the 
Labour test scheme initiated by the Belfast 
Board of Guardians for applicants for out- 
door relief, at the meeting of the Board yes- 
terday. The Clerk, in his report, stated 
that, as directed by the Board, he communi- 
cated with the Town Clerk relative to facili- 
ties for supplies ef implements, and tram 
facilities for conveying the men to and from 
the work, and submitted the replies received. 
As arranged by the Town Clerk, he had an 
interview with him on the subject, and sub- 
sequently with the Tramway manager, and 
he submitted correspondence from the Town 
Clerk to the effect that at a meeting of the 
Housing Committee, they passed a resolution 
authorising Mr. Forbes, superintendent of 
housing, to lend to the Board of Guardians 
the barrows, spades and other implements, 
and provide the shelter and other equipment 
uecessary for the use of the workers. lt 
is understood that all the equipment will be 
returned to the Corporation, and any break- 
ages or losses made good o them.

raile, Co. Cork, on the Bat 


O'BYRNE.) 


h September, 1927, 
shot at and wounded Thomas Carroll, of 
Cahermee House, Doneraile, with intent to 
murder him, Mr. William Carrigan, State 
counsel, said that the plea came rather as a 
surprise, as the prisoner, who was @ labourer, 
had made more than one statement admitting 
the crime. 

Cahirmee, said counsel, was celebrated as 
the place where one of the greatest horse 
fairs in Great Britain and Ireland was held, 
and Mr. Carroll and his people were what 
were called ‘‘ barons’’ of that fair. 

ARRESTED IN LONDON. 

Describing the attack, counsel said that 
Mr. Carroll was going to a fair at Buttevant 
on the 28th September and left his house at 
about 7.40 a.m., riding on his motor bicycle 
to the entrance gate of the avenue, when he 
dismounted. He had to open one side of the 
gate and he left his bicycle resting against 
a pillar with the engine running. He sud 
denly received a shock and thought that it 
was the bicycle that had kicked. He received 
a second shock, and then knew that he had 
been shot by somebody in ambush at the 
corner of the avenue. He was very badly 
wounded and attempted to return to h's 
house, but collapsed.on the way. He was 
later found by a ntighbour lying on the 
round in an open field almost unconscious. 

e had received about 20 pellets. 

Counsel described the activities of the police 
following the occurrence, and said that the 
house of the prisoner's brother, three miles 
from Mr. Carroll's residence, and that of 
Maurice O'Brien were searched. The accused, 
who had been living with his brother for 
some months, was not present at the time, 
and he was not discovered until December 
10th, when he was arrested in London, where 
he had gone after the outrage. He was then 
charged with stealing greyhounds and later 
with the more serious offence of the murder 
of Mr. Carroll. 

ALLEGED BRIBE. 

Then it was that the prisoner made a state- 
ment edmitting the crime and relating the 
circumstances under which hé was prompted 
to commit it. These circumstances implicated 
Maurice O’Brien, 

O’Brien, said counsel, was the ringleader 
of a number of men who in 1922 kidnapped 
Mr. Anthony Carroll, who was Crown 
Solicitor for a number of years. On account 
of his treatment by these men Mr. Anthony 
Carroli brought an action and obtained a 
judgment for £4,500. O’Brien had sought to 
defeat that judgment by going to America, 
but he later returned, and Mr. Carroll deter- 
mined to enforce the judgment. Several 
Sheriff's sales took place for its enforcement, 
including the sale of O'Brien s property, at 
which Mr. Thomas Carroll bought some goods. 

Counsel said the prosecution suggested that 
Mullane was bribed by O’Brien for the shoot- 
ing; on his own confession and admission he 
received £15 “ blood money ” on the day after 
the occurrence, to enable him to escape. 

A SHERIFF'S SALE, 

Mr. Thomas Carroll was examined, and bore 
out Mr. Carrigan’s statement. He described 
the wounds which he had received, and said 
that as a result of the assault he could not 
use his left arm, and his nerves had gone. 
In March iast he attended a Sheriff's sale at 
Q’Brien’s house at ironmines, and purchased 
twelve head of cattle and som: furniture. 

The witness added that he allowed O'Brien's 
sister to repurchase some of the cattle and 
furniture. : 

You do not know this man Mullane’—No; 
I never saw him until the day I was shot. 

Denis Roche, a farmer living in Cahitmee, 
gave evidence that he heatd shots and 
thought that someone was shooting rabbits. 
He went out to his yard and saw a man 
running across the fields opposite Mr. 
Carroll's house, but lost sight of him. He 
helped to bring Mr. Carroll inside his house. 

fo Mr. Justice O’Byrne—I did not know 
Mullane prior to this. 

Dr. J. O'Brien, Doneraile, said that when 
Mr. Carroll was examined at the North 
Infirmary it was impossible to count the 
pellet wounds they were so numerous. 

Evidence was given by the police of the 
finding of a shotgun. ) 

Patrick Crowley gave evidence of having 
met the prisoner on the road to Mallow on 
the morning before the shooting, and sub- 
sequently at the Mallow races. He also met 
Brigid Murphy, who he knew was “ keeping 
company ’’ with the prisoner. 


£15 FOR “ GET-AWAY.” 

Detective Inspector O'Sullivan gave evidence 
as to a conversation with the prisoner while 
conveying him from Cork to Mallow District 
Court. When some distance out of Cork the 
prisoner said, ‘‘ You won't be too hard on 
me, will you?’ The witness replied, ''I have 
told you over and over again that I can 
make you no promise. le aceused then 
said: “I sat eves in London that he was 
dead. It is an awful thing to fire at @ man 
without having anything against him. I did 
not sleep a wink before, and but for the 
trouble with the girl I would have given 
myself up.” Later he asked the witness how 
fnuch he thought he would get. The witness 
replied that that was entirely a matter for 
the Judge who would try him. 

Detective O'Donnell gave evidence as to 
having taken over the prisoner at Marylebone 
Police Station, London. When charged at 
Union quay Mullane made and signed a 
statement, in which he said that he went to 
Mr. Carroll’s gate on the morning of the 
fair, and, without taking aim, fired two shots 
in his direction. 

Maurice O’Brien, he said, drove his pony 
to Cahirmee two nights before, bringing the 
gun himself, and showed him where to wait 
for Mr. Carrol]. He said. “ Wait there and 
you will get him all right.’’ He slept in 
O’Brien’s house on the night of the Mallow 
races, and in the morning when he got up 
O’Brien gave him more clothes. 

‘‘He gave me some whiskey to take,” the 
prisoner said, “and also gave me half a pint, 
and told me to keep drinking it. That night 
he gave me £15 and told me to get away. I 
left. that night for London, taking my girl 
with me.”’ 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 


PRISONER'S ALLEGATIONS. 

The prisoner made a statement from the 
dock, in which he said that after his arrest 
Inspector Sullivan asked him if he knew who 
shot Carroll, to which he replied that he did 
not know anything about it. Inspector 
Sullivan then said: “ O’Brien has a terrible 
statement made against you, and you will get 
about seven. years if you don’t give a state- 
ment as I will tell you now.” He told me the 
statement I was to make, and to say I had a 
girl in trouble. I have no girl in trouble. 
They told me to make a statement against 
O'Brien, I know nothing about the shooting 
of Mr. Carroll.”’ 

LOST MONEY AT RACES. 

A brother of the accused gave evidence as 
to the movements of the prisoner about the 
time of the shooting. O’Brien, he said, went 
bail for him at one time in order to get him 
out of jail, but O’Brien at that time said that 
he did not know his brother. The witness 
heard people talking about oy. UÍ and 
after that his brother was “ knocking about ”’ 
the place before going away. The witness's 
father gave the accused £10 and his sister £5 
on the day before the shooting. 

Why, then, did he torrow a small sum from 
Crowley at that time ’—I could not say. 

Are your father and mother here to give 
evidence ’—No, 

The accused said that he lost mcney at the 
Mallow’ races backing horses, and, having 
got “' broke,” thet borrowed the money. 
Inspector O'Sullivan said to him that it was 
not he whom they wanted to get convicted 
at all, but another man, 


RECOMMENDATION TO MERCY. 

Mr. Uarrigan described the attitude of the 
aceused as, in fact, nothing short of inveterate 
lying. So long as conduct like that of the 
prisonér obtained they could not look for the 
preservation of law, order, morality or 
decency. It was an atrocious and most 
shameful suggestion on the part of the pri- 
soner that the police officers engaged in the 
ease had, directly or indirectly, by threats or 
inducements, prompted him to make the 
admissions which he had done. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in charging the jury, 
said that they might ask themselves why the 
accused should have made the incriminating 
statements to tie police if he were innocent,

President Coolidge’s Successor. 


The decision of Mr. Herbert Hoover to 
seek nomination as Republican candidate 
for the Presidency of the United States 
has aroused much interest throughout 
Europe. Mr. Hoover is Secretary for 
Commerce in President Coolidge’s Ad- 
ministration, and probably his name is 
known more widely than that of any other 
American politician. He is the son of an 
Iowa blacksmith and has made a fortune 
by his own efforts. He first came into 
prominence during the war, when he was 
a strong supporter of President Wilson's 


policy, and, as head of the American 


coastal waters of the hidden menace. The 
men of the Royal Navy ran no direr risks 
than these, who were liable to encounter 
death in hideous form at any moment by 
day or by night. If Britain could not have 
built up her might without her seamen, 
she could not have escaped complete 
national overthrow. but for their gallantry 
and their devotion.

Sailors and fishermen hence 
forward will command a new respect, and 
the uniform of the merchant service will 
be more than a merely picturesque attire. 
We may be sure, -moreover, that the sea- 
man’s conditions of life will be improved. 
It is unfitting that men on whose labours 
the interests of all depend should be ill- 
paid, ill-fed and unprotected against the 
buffets of seasonal misfortune. It ought 
not to be forgotten that since the Great 
War, when they rendered heroic service, 
Britain's seamen have rendered a less

Emile Zola’s letters to Edmond and 
Jules de Goncourt, which are now in the 
Bibliotheque Nationale, together with the 
famous “ Goncourt Journal,” and about 
whose publication controversy has raged 
for some time, are to be published. 

This news is more sensational than it 
sounds. There has been a hard tussle be- 
tween Zola’s heirs, on the one hand, and 
the Goncourt heirs—the Academy Gon- 
court—and the Government, on the other 
hand, before M. Herriot, the responsible 
Minister, took the decision, in agreement 
with M. Poincaré, to authorise their pub- 
lication. A new complete edition of the 
works of Zola is now being brought out; 
hence the demand for the communication 
of Zola’s letters to the Goncourt Brothers. 
But a second, and far more interesting 
angle of the question is that M. Herriot’s 
decision creates a precedent, and may lead 
to the publication of : 

(1) Letters of other 
Goncourt Brothers ; 

(2) Letters of the Goncourts to 
celebrated correspondents ; 

(3) Above all, the second half of the 
Goncourts diary, which remains locked up in 
the Bibliotheque Nationale, and is reputed 
to be full of scandal about the private lives of 
leading literary and political lights of the 
second half of the last century. 

It is understood that Zola’s letters are 
innocuous dealings with literary subjects, 
but if their publication is the thin end of 
the wedge leading to the disclosure of the 
hidden secrets of the Goncourts Diary, it 
would be welcomed by all lovers of human, 
as well as humane, letters.

bodies here for the purpose of relieving the 
terrible famine situation in Southern 
Chihli Province. 

In this area more than four million 
people are in great distress as the result 
of the crop failures and the devastation 
wrought by the civil war. 

The local committees have cabled abroad 
during the last few days for urgent relief, 
as there is a possibility of hundreds of 
thousands of victims from famine if 
assistance is not forthcoming. 

The relief bodies are unable to cope 
with the situation owing to the depreda- 
tions of the Northern military factions, 
which are seizing funds, food and clothing 
which the missionaries sent to the affected 
areas. 

The mission authorities suggest that the 
relief work should be handled by a recog- 
nised authority, such as the Red Cross, 
which would have diplomatic support 
from foreign authorities.

Johnson constantly scraped the earth away 
from Inglis’s head so that he could breathe, 
and at the same time carried the weight of 
the crumbling earth above, and so prevented 
a further collapse. : 
Assistance was eummored, but it was 
eight hours before the men were finally got 
out, and during that time the weight of the 
earth that Johnson was supporting forced 
him down to where Inglis was buried, making 
his position one of the greatest danger.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


_ TIME RIPE FOR AN 
ONSLAUGHT. 
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In a leading article The Times observes :-—~ 
The main themes of the debate on the 
Address, which came to an end in the House 
of Commons last night, were the state of. 
industry and the amount of unemployment. 
It is noteworthy that only in form was the 
Government on the defensive. Two votes of 
censure were levelled against Ministerial 
policy, or, alternately, the abseuce of policy; 
but the Labour opposition was singularly 
lacking in practicable, constructive proposals, 
and the Liberal ideas have been, to a large 
extent, annexed, and are not distinctively 
the property of the party. Indeed, each 
succeeding day of the debate has strengthened 
the impression of our experienced observer of 
Parliament that the unemployment problem 
is now only tactically a controversial matter. 
The state of industry and of employment 
cannot be regarded either complacently or 
optimistically, but neither does it warrant 
pessimism, The problem of unemployment 
requires a more thorough investigation than 
it has yet received. It has been studied. 
piecemeal, but not comprehensively. One 
Committee after another has considered this 
phase or that of the complexity; but, though 
all the reports be put together, there is 
nothing like a full survey or analysis of the 
problem in its breadth and depth. 

Have we, in fact, to deal with a static 
problem ? It may be questioned whether the 
unemployment problem of to-day is identical 
with the problem of five or six 
years ago.» Some _ characteristics ap- 
bear throughout, though not in the 
same proportions. It is, undoubtedly, the 
case that the staple export industries are 
those in which unemployment is most severe, 
though at certain seasons other industries, 
like building, may have their bad spells. 
Yet, even in an industry that has been as 
hard hit as shipbuilding, there are complaints 
of insufficient numbers of certain classes of 
workmen. A _ redistribution of labour has 
been silently in progress, following the course 
of a change in industrial enterprise. 4 
further movement of industry may be antici- 
pated, and it will be more marked when the 
developments of electricity supply carry cheap 
power into new areas, and, together with 
improved transport, make a variety of indus- 
tries independent of direct access to coal 
supplies or to waterways. 

It may be desirable to go further, and to 
consider, in view of the decline of our expert 
trades, what volume and value of exports 1 
is essential to maintain, and how what ‘s 
necessary may be accomplished. In appro- 
priate cases, where it is obvious that an 
industrv is failing to play its proper part in 
the national economy, the Government itself 
need not hesitate to call together the leaders 
in that ind«stry, instructing them to con 
sider the facts and to mature plans. The 
time is ripe for an onslaught on unemnloy- 
ment and a concerted effort to remove all its 
chronic elements.

The report then dealt in detail with the 
staff, medical work, education, orphanage, 
evangelistic work and pastoral work. 


CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 

The Chairman said that the late Provost 
took a great interest in the work of the 
Mission—whether as Hon. Treasurer, Chair- 
man of the Committee, or as President. 
They were glad that the present Provost was 
good enough to accept the Presidentship of 
the Mission. (Applause.) They were for- 
tunate in having with them that night two of 
those who had been intimately connected 
with the Mission, and he wished, on behalf 
of the Church of Ireland, to thank them for 
what they had done in the interests of the 
Mission. The world was virtually open to 
mission work, and the people were stretching 
out their hands for the blessings of eternal 
life. The appeal was thrown down to the 
men and women of Trinity College to carry 
on this, the greatest, work of the Church.

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LIEUTENANT-COLONEL GORDON 


S. HIGGINSON, 


Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon . 8; Higginson, 
late of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, died at a 
private nursing home in Dublin yesterday, 
aged 54 years. He had not been well for the 
= few months, and he entered the nursing 

ome about three weeks ago. 

The last. surviving son oi the late Mr. C. H. 
Higginson, of Springmount, Glarryford, and 
Rockport, Cuthendun, County Antrim, 
Lieutenant Colonel Higginson entered’ the 
Army as a second lieutenant in the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers in June, 1896. Two years 
later he was a lieutenant, and in 1901 he was 
promoted to the rank of captain. In 1914, 
shortly after the outbreak of the Great War, 
he was given the rank of major, and after- 
wards that of lieutenant-colonel. He served 
in the South African War from 1899 to 1902. 
He went with his regiment to France during 
the first months of the Great War, and was 
wounded and captured by the Germans. He 
was released with the other prisoners of war 
after the Armistice, and returned to India, 
where he had served for many years. He 
was later promoted a lieufenant-colonel and 
was Commanding. Officer of the Second Bat- 
talion of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, known 
as ‘‘ The Old Toughs,’’ until the disbandment 
of the regiment in 1922. 

One of «Lieutenant-Colonel Higginson’s 
greatest concerns since his retirement was the 
welfare of the meh who had served under 
him. He was vicé-president and hon. 
treasurer of the Royal Dublin Fusiliers’ Aid 
Fund. He was chiefly instrumental in having 
erected in the Bombay Cathedral, a ‘memorial 
tablet to all ranks of his battalion.’ One of 


| his last reqtests was that he might see a 


photograph of the memorjal after it had been 
unveiled. His wish was not fulfilled, as the 
unveiling ceremony took place only recently. 

For many years Lieutenant-Colonel Higgin- 
son was a keen sportsnian, taking.a particular 
interest in fishing and shooting. 


DR. LEWIS J. WATTERS. 

Dr. Lewis J. Watters, solicitor, one of the 
oldest members of the legal profession in 
Ireland, died at his résidence, Kilkenny, on 
Sunday last.

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The hearing of the action brought by Mr. 
F. A. Mitchell Hedges, the explorer, against 
the Express Newspapers, Ltd., to recover 
damages fot an alleged libel that appeared 
in the Daily Hapress, came to an end in the 
King’s Bench Division, London, yesterday. 
Without leaving their box, the jury returned 
a verdict for the defendants, and the Lord 
Chief Justice entered judgment accordingly. 

An article that appeared in the Daily 
Express on January 2ist, 1927, alleged that 
Mr. Mitchell Hedges and his companion, Mr. 
Colin Edgell, who stated that they were held 
up and attacked by men on the Ripley road 
as they were motoring to Bournemouth, were 
really privy to a conspiracy, and that it was 
all a hoax, and was intended as an advertis- 
ing enterprise for Monomarks. 

A SERIOUS HOAX. 

Mr. Jowitt, K.C., in his closing speech for 
the defence, said that the case started as a 
‘small hoax for advertising Monomarks, but 
it had developed into a hoax to take in the 
Lord Chief Justice of England and a special 
jury. 

‘‘There is one thing in this world that 
always needs a certain amount of pluck, and 
that is to say, ‘I was wrong, and I admit 
it,” ” said Mr. Jowitt, ag Bris to the 
evidence given bv Mr. Shaw, one of the 
attacking partv, who went info the witness 
box on behalf of the defence. ‘‘ That one 
little gleam of pluck we have had in this case 
was seen where Mr. Shaw went into the wit- 
ness box and told the truth.

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THE.CASE OF THE CHIMPANZEE. 

“ Man-like Apes’ the subject of a 
lectute, illustrated with lantern slides, which 
Professor A KE. Dixen, D.&c., delivered 
the members of the Rathgar Presbyterian 
Recreation Association last night. 

The lecturer showed a number of photo- 
graphs takea of the different anthropoids, 
gibbon, orang, chimpanzee and gorilla, at 
the Dublin Zoological Gardens from time to 
time. He contrasted and compared the 
faculties of these animals with human beings 
and gave an account of some experiments as 
regards the intelligence of some of them, 
especially that of the chinmpanzee. These 
experiments were carried out by Kolher at 
Teneriffe, Madame Abrue in Cuba, and by a 
Russian lady named Kohts.

Professor Dixon, appeared 
although the chimpanzee was capable of 
devising methods in order to obtain the 
desired objects, as he grew older he looses 
much of tins intelligence and is no longer 
capable of new tricks, He became morose, 
disagreeable and dour.

PROTEST AGAINST PAYMENT. 


At a meeting held in the Rotunda, Dublin, 
1-it night—Colonel Maurice Moore presiding 
—a resolution was passed asking the Irish 
people to repudiate ‘‘ the so-called ultimate 
fsancial settlement, whereby sums amounting 
to about £5,000,000 a year, of which 
£5,000,000 consist of land anhuities, are to 
be paid to the British Treasury.’’ 

The resolution also stated :—‘' This meeting 
declares the land annuities to be neither 
morally nor legally due to the British 
Treasury; that the exportation of such large 
sums of Irish money is prejudicial to the 
financial stability of the Irish Free State; 
that we believe all decrees for annuities 
already issued, or about to be issued, against 
farmers should. be suspended pending a 
national settlement of what payments Irish 
farmers are to make to the national revenue.”’ 

Dr. James Ryan said tha: he felt sure 
that the campaign they were launching that 
night would prove to be successful; that 
ultimately the Irish people would band them- 
selves together in such force as to prevent 
the payment of the annuities to England, and 
that they would succeed in getting the ulti- 
mate financial agreement altered for the 
benefit of Ireland. 

Mr. P. O'Donnell referred to the hardships 
that, he said, the people of the Gaeltacht 
suffered as the result of the decrees, of 
which, he added, 11,000 were standing over 
the heads of Irish farmers in that district. 
These decrees, he asserted, should not be 
enforced, 

Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, T.D., said that no one 
could hold that an agreement that was not 
disclosed to the public for nine months after 
it was signed was binding. He agreed that 
the annuities should not be paid to Britain. 
If they were collected they should be retained 
in Ireland and used for the benefit of the 
or who paid them. In the Barony. of 
tris the people were .in a very bad way, 
and some of the farmers were living cn black 
tea and bread, because the cow had heen 
seized under decrees for arrears of annuities. 
This should not be allowed to continue.
